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NORTH SCHOOL 
LAWSUIT SETTLED 


The Town of Wilmington has ac- 
cepted a conpromise agreement, 
on the long-standing suit for da- 
mages because of a leaky roof 
at the North Intermediate School. 

Town Counsel Alan I Altman 
completed the case last week. The 
agreement calls for damagestothe 
town of $25,000, to be paid equally 
by four firms, 

The agreement was mad: with 
the attorneys for the four firms, 
after former Town Manager Har- 
old Melzar had given written re- 
commendations to Altman, The 
Board of Selectmen and the Per- 
-aanent Building’ Committee had 
been advised of the pending set- 
tlements, in executive sessions, 
some weeks ago, but the actual 
signing did not take place until 
Septenber 7th, 

Altman in his report told the 
story of the contract, executed in 
May 1961, with the firm of Leonard 
Rugs, general contractor, and 
Valtz and Kimberly, architects, 

In January of 1962 the roof was 
applied, and at that time the ar- 
chitect discussed with the general 
contractor the question of whether 
or not {twas the proper time to 
apply the roof. The root work 
was continued, and eventually fi- 
nished, 

After three or four months con-

densation (water) began to appear 
inside the building, and roof vents 
were put in which temporarily 
dried out the buildixg until next 
fall, The Columbia Cornice Com- 
pany patched up cracks inthe roof, 
but the problem was never really 
solved, The situation continued 
for three years, until suit was 
started in 1965, 

The Permanent Building Com- 
miitee of the Town hired the con- 
sulting firm of Simpson Gumpertz, 
but that firm had reservations on 
pin pointing tae blame on any de- 
fendant. 

Altman told the Selectmen that 
he had had numerous conversa- 
tions with former Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell and with the PBC. 

The original roof cost just less 
than $ 12,000, The damages were 
for $25,000. But the new roof, now 
being applied, is costing the town 
nearly $60,000 

The PBC had withheld the final 
Payaent for the Gneral Contractor, 
and that payment was a part of the 
settlemen, 

Sharing in the payment of the 
damages are the General Contrac- 
tor, Leonard Rugo Inc.; the Aretii- 
tect, Valtz & Kimberly; the roof- 
ing contractor, Colu-abia Cornice 
Co,; and the Owens-Corning Fibre 
Class Corp,

Street Problems 


TOWN CRIER. - 


Planning Board 


The Wilmington Planning Board, 
after conducting a hearing in the 
Town Hall on Tuesday evening on 
Allen Park, the newest develop- 
ment of the Jackson Brothers, lef: 
for their customary meeting place 
in the Hiller Building resoved to 
finish the meeting in an hour, or 
at the most an hour and a half, 
say 10:30 pm, 

They did not finish until 1 am, 

A prolonged discussion of drain- 
age problems in the Hanson Road 
area was the cause, together with 
a Shorter discussion about Wood- 
land Road, 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
submitted written reports on both 
roads, 

On Hanson Road, the Town En- 
gineer said, there were a number 
of points in which the road did not 
conformto the approved Definitive 
Plan, The road has not yet been 
submited to the Planning Board as 
having had its work completed. 

The chief points noted by the 
Town Engineer were differences in 
elevation between the plan and the 
project as it was carried out; some 
missing catch basins, and drain 
Pipe installation of which the en- 
gineer did not approve, 

According to Harding’s report 
the street was eight tenths ofa foot 
higner than it was supposed to be 
at one end, and four feet lower at 
the other. One of the catch basins 
was missing, because it was con- 
structed in what became a lawn, 
and others, near a proposed road 
called Traver Street, had never 
been constructed, One catch basin, 
near Traver Street, had a five inch 
‘reverse pitch’ for a drain pipe, 
according to Harding. He saidthat 
he had found the drain lines, in 
some instances, to be of different 
sized pipes, and that the construct- 
fon methods ‘were poor’. 

An existing brook, whic’ was not 
shown on the original plan of a 
dozen years ago, and which was 
being drained by an underground 
pipeline between two houselots, oc- 
cupied much of the Planning Board 
time, with discussion by theanem- 
bers, and to some degree with dis- 
cussion with Al Quandt, one of the 
abuiting home owners, Harding 
was critical of the pipeline, which 
is of 12 inch pipe. 

The brook, Harding said, drained 
an area beyond Suncrest Avenue 
which he estimated to be 22 accus 
in area, He believed, but had not 
yet had time to complete his work, 
that a fifteen inch drain would be 
needed to take care of a ‘Twenty 
Year Storm’, He told the Planning 
Boacd that the drain should be ‘at 
least -3 inches in diameter’, 

Harding was not certain whether 
or not he would recommend a fif- 
teen inch drain for the brook, but 
he recommended that the drain be 
relaid, for a distance of 100 feet 
south of Hanson Road. The brook 
from that point, he sald, should be 
in a ditch, and not covered, 

The discussion of the brook (or 
ditch) was the only point in which 
the Planning Board members dis- 
agreed with the Town Engineer,

Harding recommended that the 
Pipe be laid for a distance of one 
hundred feet fromthe road, as a 
‘standard practice’, The Board 
voted, after discussing the pro- 
blem with Quandt, that the pipe be 
laid as far back as the property 
line, about fifty feet further back, 

Harding was tempering his re- 
commendations with the ‘economic 
situation’, as he phrased it, By 
this, he explained, he meant that 
there was only so much money in 
the bond that the developer had been 
required to post with the Planning 
Board, and he did ndt want to ex- 
ceed in cost the value of the bond. 
He wanted to be, he said ‘practical’ 

Harding told the Board that if 
the costs were too great the de- 
veloper could just throw up his 
hands and abandon the project, in 
watch case the town would be obil- 
Gated to install the corrective mea- 
Sures in the sane degree ashe had 
recommended, 

He also said that if the street 
elevation were brought to the orl- 
ginal grade the result would be 
flooded areas in the various house- 
lots, 

Harding cautioned the board on 
Several occasions that he did not 
know if there might have been some 
agreement between the engineer 
for the developer and the previous 
Town Engineer, To this Chairman 
Danny Gillis said that the Planning 
Board had no record of such an 
agreement, 

At one point, in discussing the 
area at Hanson Road and Traver 
Street Gillis said it was a case of 
‘gross negligence - intentional or 
unintentional’, 

A copy of the recommendations 
of the Town Engineer was given 
to Quandt, in order that he might 
acquaint his neighbors with its 
contents, 

The hour was late, when the 
Woodland Road discussion was be- 
gun, and It was deliberately limited 
as & result, 

Woodland Road, the Town Engi- 
neer told the board, varies from. 
the plan by differences of six tenths 
of a foot too low to 1,8 feet too high. 
He noted that this was onagradual 
curve, and said that there might be 
& good reason, He did not regard 
these differences of height as cri- 
tically as had he with Hanson Road, 

But Harding did not have kind 
words to say about the drain that 
goes under Wood-and Road and on 
to other property. 

He told the Board that a 36 inch 
drain goes under Woodland Road, 
and that this empties into a 24 inch 
drain which was of ‘poor construc- 
tion’, The 24 inch drain was on 
private property, he noted, 

His recommendation to the town 
was that the 36 inch drain be re~ 
constructed, and that where it joins 
the 24 inch drain a maahole be con- 
structed for the purposes of main- 
tainence, 

The Planning Board enjoyed a 
collective shudder over the possi- 
bilities of a child getting trapped 
in the 24 inch drain, while at play. 

They discussed various prop2s- 
als for safeguarding the drains,

all of which, the Town Engineer 
warned them, would cost more mo- 
ney that there was left inthe street 
bond, 

Quandt was also given a copy of 
the Town Engiaeer’s recommenda- 
tions for Woodland Road. 


Other Business 

The Planning Board inspected 
maps of the North Wilmington area 
near Martins Brook, to determine 
which lots they might recommend 
fromthe A “P Rounds real estate 
development and Esquire Estates, 
for a future playground, The play~ 
ground would abut town owned land, 
mostly wet or flooded, which we 
board felt could be used for skating. 

A message was received from 
Steve Bartlett, Planning Consult- 
ant who had been working all sum- 
mer full time, on a project tomake 
an official map of Wilminzton. 

Mr Bartlett is now back at study 
at Harvard College, but told the 
board he would be able to devote 
one day a week, for a month or 
two, to the project. 

A letier was received from Rep, 
Fred F, Cain relative to Senate 
Bill 1363, in the Massachusetts 
Legislature, 

The bill provides that the erec~ 
tion of billboards be subject to 
public hearings, as is now the case, 
but that if a city or town objected 
in writing the billboard could not 
be erected as proposed, 

The bill, at the present time, Mr 
Cain advised, is now in the Ways 
and Means Committee ofthe House 
Tne board voted to thank Mr Cain 
for his services; to write the 
Ways and Means Comnittee, sup- 
porting the bill; and to send a me- 
mo to the Board of Selectmen, urg- 
ing them to do the same thing.

O’Keefe suggested that a new 
fire station should be built at the 
site opposite High Street, on Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, in N. Wilmington, 
This site, he said, was named be- 
cause of the industries developing 
in the area, and if the town should 
decide to purchase apparatus and 
build a new station, and have two 
men on duty around the clock the 
fire insurance rate would remain 
the same, 

There should be, O'Keefe said, 
two pumpers and a ladder truck in 
the Central Fire Station, and one

None of the Selectmen seemed to 
feel that Wilmington needed the 
service, by Ameson said he would 
send books to all ofthem, describ- 
ing the service, A proposed con- 
tract was referred to the Town 
Counsel, 

A ‘pole hearing’ scheduled for 
the New England telephone, was 
postponed, because no represent- 
ative of the company was present, 

Selectman Paul Niles told the 
Selectmen that the American Op- 
tical Company was offereing safety 
glasses at a nominal cost, to the 
town, The TM was told to inves- 


tigate. 

The Lowell Gas Company ap- 
peared with a request to install a 
pipeline from Lucci’s, down Wo- 
burn Street to the Woburn line, 
The purpose, the Selectmen were

Niles said that in spite of what

Chairman Miceli concurred,

Bonanza Money 

TM Morris told the Selectmen 
that there was a sum of$14,878,65 
in the Town Accounts, for road 
construction, left from 1965, 
(In 1965 the ature, in Chapter 
679, had voted a ‘bonanza’ to all 
towns and cities, of money for 
roads, and it was this to which Mr 
Morris referred, Ed.) 

Morris told the Selectmen that 
he, the Street Superintendent, and 
the Town Engineer believed that the 
best way to spend this money would 
be to reconstruct Burt Road, from 
Oak Court, going northerly. There 
would be about $10,000 allocated, 
he said, for the installation of catch 
basins, and an easement would be 
taken at the end of that stretch of 
the road, to Mill Brook, so that 
the water could be drained off, 
The Selectmen not only concurred, 
they were enthusiastic, 

Morris said that a stretch of Wo- 
burn Street should also be recon- 
structed, for a distance of about 
390 feet, The portion of the road 
to which he was referring would 
be north of Brentwood Avenue, 
Again the Selectmen concurred, 

Morris told the Selectmen that 
the tax bills would be out between 
the 15th and 30th of September. 
Niles asked questions about Data 
Processing, and. Morris said that 
nothing had been done. Mrs Drew 
spoke up to say she didn’t like the 
envelopes that the Water Depart- 
ment bills came in, 

Niles asked the TM about the 
lease on the billing machine, now 
in the cellar of the Town Hall.

“Letters on the Buck Homestead - 


Woburn Mass 
Sept. 6, 1967 
Dear Sir; 


My name is Jane Buck Hooper 
and I live at 10 School Street, North 
Woburn, Mass, My grandfather 
Buck was Benjamin Buck’s own 
Drother, Grandfather Buck was 
married twice, By his first mar- 
riage as far as I know, he had one 
daughter, Angie Buck, who later 
married Mr Sargent, They lived 
in the house just north of the Ben- 
jamin Buck house, She had one son 
Henry Sargent, (who we always 
called Henney Penney) andhe lived 
mostly with his two aunts (Bucks) 
in the house on the corner, just 
south oc the Benjamin Buck house, 
He lived there until he died. He 
married a Murray girl from Wil- 
mington, 

My Grandfather Buck for his 
second wife married Jane Butters, 
from an old Wilmington family, 
She was much younger than grand- 
father, and they had three children 
~Jonathan Henry, (whom we always 
called Uncle Henry), Sarah Jane, 
and Charles Benjamin (my father), 
who was named for his uncle Ben- 
jamin Buck, 

Grandfather and Grandmother 
Buck were in charge of the old 
Wilmington Poor House, which was 
situated by the bridge coming into 
Wiimington from Woburn, at the 
time of his death, Jonathan Hen- 
Ty was a“ound fourteen, Sarah was 
eight, and Charles (my father) was 
only three years old, 

Granimother Buck came to 
North Woburn, and went toworkas 
a housekeeper, bringing Sarah and 
Charles with her. Uncle Ben took 
Johnathan Heary with him on the 
farm, and when he died, he left the 
farm to Henry, but as I have o‘ten 
heard, ‘left no money to run it 
with’. 

Jonathan Henry had four chil- 
dren - Charles, the oldest, rana 
butcher cart, horse drawn, for 
years, in Wilmington and Woburn, 
He passed away but his daughter 
Mildred Buck still lives on his farm 
in N, Wilmington, Sarah (Sadie, as 
we call her) is still living, andruns 
a farm”at Lisbon Palls, Maine. She 
is 84 years old, and I just hada 
letter from her telling about her 
farm, and the onions, spuds, beans, 
cabbage, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
lettuce, etc, that she will have to 
harvest, She Is the only livingone 
in this family, She married George 
Ridlon, and as explained above, she 
is a. wonder, and still runs her farm 
by herself as George died about a 
year ago, That is the real Buck 
spirit, 

Then there was Clarence, who 
lived in Florida the latter part of 
his Ife. He had one son, Irvin, 
who was a Dental Surgeon during 
World War Il, and stayed in the 


service afterwards. He is now a

now Billerica (not, it may be said, 
a King’s Grant, as there was no 
King of England at that time) and 
she noted elsewhere that a part of 
Billerica had later become a part 
of Wilmington, Then she came to 
the conclusion that the Buck fam- 
fly had taken the grant, and that 
the Buck Homestead had been built 
on that grant, 

The grant was made during the 
1650’s, sometime after Charles I 
had lost his head, and while Charles 
II was a refugee on the Continent, 
The Buck family never took up the 
grant, and it returned to the new 
Town of Billerica, 

And, the portion of Billerica 
that became a part of Wilmington 
was what is now the ‘thumb’ of 
Wilmington, in 1787 - Hopkins St., 
Nichols Street, Grace Drive, etc. 
This 1s several miles from the 
site of the Buck Homestead, 

As was before the late 
Dr, Stearns of Billerica, able his- 
torian, and a president of the Bil- 
lerica Historical Society examined 
the Buck Home in 1951, and ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it 
dated to ‘aboiit 1670, 

And as was reported in this pa~ 
per, the first Buck topay Pew Rent 
in the Woburn Church did so in 
1672, and this was the same year 
that the Boston-Andover Road was 
laid out, both according to the Wo- 
burn records, The Boston-Ando~ 
ver Road is now Woburn Street, 
and the Buck House, when it was 
built, was built in Woburn, 

It is without doubt the oldest 
home in Wilmington today, and if 
it was in existance in 1672, as the 
writer believes, it is the only house 
in Wilmington and one of the few in 
Massachusetts to have been stand- 
ing during King Philtp’s War (1676) 

There had been white menoutas 
far as what is now Wilmington in 
1635, but there were nohomeshere 
The first homes in Woburn, of 
which this part of Wilmington was 
@ part, was in 1642, and the seven 
first settlers of Woburn are well 
known, They have been described
